'Note . — The particulars in the foregoing Return are in accordance with the order extracted from the midited abstracts 
of accounts of the respective Unions in which the accounts have been audited. 



Prior to the opening of the Workhouse, and therefore prior to any expenditure for the maintenance of paupers, expenses 
have been necessarily incurred for various purposes, in preparing for the administration of relief, such as the election of 
Guardians, the valuation of property for rating, salary of clerk, also expenses for vaccination, and for purposes of the 
nature of outfit. Such expenses are comprised in the “ Establishment Charges ” in “ Column a.” 

It has been found, on the audit of the accounts, that in the commencement of the Unions, some items of expenditure 
have been brought to account under different heads in different Unions, as shown in some cases by the Notes on the 
Tables. All the Unions being now in operation, and the Workhouses in most of them opened, the issue of furtlier 
regulations on the subject of the accounts is under the consideiation of the Poor Law Commissioners.
